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THE M. O. STORY 


What goes on in that huge building everyone refers to as "The Mail?" 
What happens from the time Mrs. Customer's letter reaches us until her 
parcel is on its way to her? This series of pictures should help to clear 
up what to many is something of a mystery. 


The first two pictures show the mail arriving on the eighth floor in the cash cage. Here 
all the letters are opened by a machine (No. 3) and the letters are distributed to girls who 
attach the orders to shipping bills, indicate those that are C.O.D., and mark the amount of 
money included (which could be anything from cash to cream cheques) on the orders, 
(No. 4). After all of the money has been tallied and checked, the orders go to a girl who 
"slices” them (No. 5). That is, where more than one section is required to fill an order, 
the order is literally sliced and each item, or group of items from separate departments,

stamped with a number and a time which identifies them 
■. as being part of the same order and enables each parcel 

to l:)e assembled in the bunk assigned it by a certain time 

They are then distri- 


chute to the proper floor (No. 9) 
buted to the proper departments and filled from the stock 
bunks (No. 10). The sales check is divided and 

I part is attached to the parcel when it is wrapped 
or bagged, the other part is retained by the de¬ 
partment as credit for the Sale. The parcels 
then are put on a belt (No. 11) which carries 
them to a chute. These spiral chutes which run 
from the top floor to the second floor, carry the 
parcels to the M.O. Assembly and Packing (No. 
12) where they are sorted into bunks (No. 13) 











which have numbers corresponding to those stamped on the sales 
checks. Each bunk is checked at the time stamped on the check and 
if the order is complete, it is carefully scrutinized for errors, then 
wrapped (No. 14), weighed and stamped (No. 15). When this is com¬ 
plete, the parcels enter the parcel post depot which is one of the 
largest of its kind in Canada, and which is situated on the main floor 
of the Mail Order Building. 


Here, depending on the destina¬ 
tions of the parcels, they are sorted 
into one or other of 1,060 mail bags 
(No.16). When the bags have been 
filled they are loaded onto an Eaton 
trailer (No. 17) and taken directly 
to the railway station, and the par¬ 
cels are sped on their way to Mrs.

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TEN DIS-COMMENDMENTS 

Lack of courtesy, plus sheer ,indifference on the part of salespeople, causes 
millions in lost sales annually. 

That was the conclusion of investigators for a New York City firm of industrial 
relations consultants. They came to that decision after surveys made with shop¬ 
ping check sheets. 

“Discourtesies toward the store’s patrons shows up in many ways,” the investi¬ 
gators reported. “And they’re mostly due to unconscious slights rather than to 
deliberate rudeness.” 

In case you are interested in the ten points of “greatest offences” against cour¬ 
tesy which the New York City sleuths discovered — as they worked with inde¬ 
pendent stores—here they are: 

1. Salespeople doing book work or stock counting while customers, waiting 
service, were ignored. 

2. Attending to details of personal appearance in customers’ presence (like put¬ 
ting a gleam back on finger nails). 

3. Giving brush-off when customer says, “I’m not ready to buy right now.” 

4. Clock-consciousness when customers show up just before lunch period, or 
near quitting time. 

5. Inability to help when customers ask how to get to another department, or to 
some point of interest in the city (in the case of strangers visiting the store). 

6 . Obvious eagerness to rush the customers into saying “I’ll take it.” 

7. Chatting with fellow salespeople or other members of the store’s staff as: 
customer fidgets—awaiting attention. 

8 . Showing by words and/or actions that the salesperson considers her (or his) 
taste superior to the customer’s. 

9. Evidence of unhappiness because the customer selected the lower-priced item 
or failed to respond to suggestions intended to increase the total amount of 
the sale. 

10. Exhibiting reluctance or complete lack of interest in showing and demon¬ 
strating merchandise, explaining its features.
